“We saw part of a wagon consisting of the 
and one hub, and no more of 
it could be ſound. 

Out of the contents of three dry goods stores 
"not one ‘cent’s worth of the goods have ever 
been found. 
The tornado struck the town a little past 
seven o’clock, and in less than ten minutes the 
Whole was in fuins. After it had passed, the 
town was all afloat with water ; all that could, 
began to run from place to ren screaming at 
the top of their voices, calling for friends and 
for children, In every pile of rubbish, and 
from every demolished house, the groans of the 
dying and wounded were heard, and as the 
sound came from every part of the town, no one 
knew where to go first. The darkness occa 
sioned by the black clouds, the air being filled 
with rubbish of every conceivable character 
and the Near approach of nicht, rendered the 
scene still more appalling, and such a wail of 
lamentation, sorrow and woe never went up 
from any place in the history of tornadoes, as 
did from this ruined and destroyed city. Noth - 
ing could be found to bind up the wounds of 
the suffering, no medicines were to be got, and 
the wails of the mother over her dead apildren 
the anguish of a wife over the lifeless remains 
of a busband, the father over his slaughtered 
children, hunting in vain for his wife—a'l these 
are scenes that cannot be possibly described. 

In one family all that was left were three little 
girls, the father and mother and two children 
having been instantly killed. We saw where a 
Sence board had been forced clear through the 
side of a house, end ways, and hundreds of 
shingles had forced themselves clear through 
the clapboards of a house. ‘ 

We visited the grave yard, and saw twenty- 
eight graves ade and side all dug, waiting to 
receive the rough boxes contsiziog the remains 
of the staughtered people. 
The whole atmosphere around the town is 
sickening, and a stench is pervading the whole 
path of the storm that is almost impossible to 
endure. 


The loss of property is immense, and can 
never be known (0 its full extent. 

We have just loarned that three of the men 
on the raft have made their appearance. They 
state that they were blown from the raft clear 
on to the [illinois shore beyond A!bany, and 
for a long time were unable to move or stir, 
but after reeovering from the shock succeeded 
in crawling to a house where they were kindly 
‘eared for. They know nothing of the rest of 
their comrades, not having seen them ‘since 
they were on the raft together. 

In this viemity, wear Sterling, the wounded 
are dying almost every day, and every farm 
house is a hospital for the dying and wounded. 
Yesterday a public meeting was called, aud 
relief subscribed to the sufferers with a liberali- 
ty unparalleled, They appointed a committee |.

CORN WILL BOT Fay. 


For the last ten years he has devoted a large 
share of his time, and nota little of hia income, 
to experiments upon drying corn, so that it 
could be sent in meal or otherwise to all the 
markets in the world, The heat by which it is 
spoiled is caused by the gasses of the 
atmosphere combining with the germinating 
qualities of the corn, and thus the moisture con- 

tained in the berry fermenta, and the whole be 

Destroy its ability to grow by 
driving off the moisture from the corn and all 
danger of heating is removed. ) 
The machinery by which Mr. a 
plishes this, the essential parts of which are 
all secured by patent, is exceedingly simple. 

The oven he is now using is 12x40 feet, into 
which air is foreed by a common blower. There 
it is heated by a furnace and pipes passing 
through it. The top of the oven is level and 
covered with galvanized, perforated sheet iron, 
thirty-six holes to the square inch. The corn 
drops from a hopper ou one end of this iron 
plate, and is moved forward by a large number 
of small paddies placed in rows and fastened 
upon a carriage that is moved backward and 


forward by machinery.

market. It is also found that it can be put hot 
from the oven into the hold of vessels, without | 
the least danger of injury.
